‘YEAR-LONG SEARCH 
FOR THE PRECIOUS 
VIALS HAS FAILED 


Sleuth of Science Will 
Take His Apparatus to 
Sewage Disposal Plant 
for Dramatic Check. 


By LUKE GREENE. 

Where all other methods 
have failed, one of the latest 
developments of modern sci- 
ence will be called into play 
this week in an effort to solve 
the deep mystery of Atlanta’s 
lost vial of precious radium, 
which disappeared down the 
drain of Emory University hos- 
pital last summer and has since 


been the object of a. frantic 
week-by-week search. 


Dr. Robert B. Taft, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., who is attending the 
annual convention of the Radio- 
logical Society of North America 
in Atlanta, said yesterday he 
would take his newly-improved 
radium detector to the sewage dis- 
posal plant and make an intensive 
search for the $1,200 treasure that 
escaped the hospital and has 
brought no end of worry to hospi- 
tal authorities. 

Death Dealing. 

Ever since the radium was lost 
officials have worried with the 
fear that if anyone found it or 
came in contact with it without 
knowing what it was he might be 
burned to death or seriously in- 
jured. 

The scarcity of radium and its 
importance in the treatment of 
cancer make the loss of one mil- 
ligram almost a catastrophe. The 
amount lost from Emory hospital 
was 40 milligrams, valued at $30 
per milligram. 

A Faint Hope. 

Although the whereabouts of 
the two tubes containing the val- 
uable radium is still as much a 
mystery as ever, Dr. Taft says 
there is a faint possibility they 
have found their way to the dis- 
posal plant and lie imbedded in 
the mass of waste accumulated 
there, and only science can find 
it. 

V. P. Enloe, superintendent of 
the Clayton plant, said effort to 
find the radium had been made 
almost every week since it disap- 
‘peared last summer and added 
that the entire sewer line from 
the hospital to the plant had been 
thoroughly checked. There are 
more than 225 manholes in this 
line, 

Only 20 Minutes Needed. 

Dr. Taft said he had not decided 
what day he would take his de- 
tector to the disposal plant, but 
declared that since he would be 
in Atlanta the greater part of the 
week he was going to make a 
final effort to reclaim the treasure. 

“IT assure you that if the radium 
is at the plant I will find it in 
20 minutes’ time,” Dr. Taft said. 
“T don’t have a great deal of hope 
that I will find it, but I am go- 
ing to try.” 

The doctor pointed out that ra- 
dium cannot be destroyed, but. 
that if it has scattered there is 
little possibility of its being found. 
He said there was still a chance

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Finland’s Appeal 

Few more dramatic or appealing documents 
are to be found in the archives of the world 
than the appeal of embattled Finland, made in 
a unanimously adopted paper of the parlia- 
ment of that little country on Sunday. 

Stating that the tiny country has “the right 
to expect active help from other civilized na- 
tions,” the appeal further declares the Finns, 
in their heroic stand against Russia, are fight- 
ing not only for their fatherland, but for “dem- 
ocratic institutions, religions, homes, every- 
thing which civilized peoples hold sacred.” 

The self-evident truth of that statement 
strikes to the heart of all peoples of a world 
which has witnessed the Finnish-Soviet conflict 
with horror at the attempted destruction of a 
free country and with breathless admiration 
for the dauntless defense put up by a woefully 
ontnumbered army. 

The United States, in granting a $10,000,000 
credit to Finland for the purchase, in this coun- 
try, of supplies, has extended sorely needed 
help. In present circumstances it is, of course, 
impossible for America to join as an active 
belligerent in any phase of European war. 
That is one development utterly out of the 
question. Thus it is through the extension of 
credits such as this, and possibly further fi- 
nancial and material help, that we can best 
answer the Finnish cry to the world for help. 

Other nations are responding, too. Britain 
is sending planes and is permitting shipment 
of munitions from her own reserves. Italy has 
sent planes. Even Germany, foe of the British 
and French allies and bound by treaty to Soviet 
Russia, has found it possible to help the Finns. 

How long the forces of Finland, with all 
possible aid from other nations, can hold out 
against the hordes of armed men that Russia 
can throw into the conflict is matter only for 
speculation. She is aided by weather conditions 
near the Arctic circle and by poor transporta- 
tion facilities of Russia. It seems, however, 
there can be but one ultimate outcome, if Rus- 
sia throws in all her strength. That outcome is 
the death of Finland as an independent na- 
tion. Such a national death would mean that 
the menacing shadow of Soviet Russia had ad- 
vanced still further over the darkening world. 

But it will, at the same time, write into his- 
tory the saga of an heroic pedple, a story tha 
will stand beside that of Thermopylae as the 
heritage of the brave. 


Musical Odyssey 

Leopold Stokowski, famous co-conductor of 
the Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra, an- 
nounces he is about to embark on another mu- 
sical adventure. This time, it is the organizing 
of an All-United States symphony orchestra for 
a grand concert tour of Latin America. 

The noted orchestra leader said he had ac- 
cepted the invitations of eight South American 
republics to make the tour during May, June 
and July. The undertaking is the first of its 
kind. It has the support of a committee re- 
cently organized by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce among shipping and travel 
men to stimulate tourist traffic to Latin Amer- 
ica. 

In his own vivid manner, the famous mu- 
sician summed up the principal points of the 
plan. “I see it first of all as a wonderful mu- 
sical odyssey; as a wonderful opportunity for 
talented young musicians of the United States; 
as a way of understanding our neighbors in 
Central and South America by the return visits 
they will make later, ana as a simple and demo- 
cratic way of making still closer and warmer 
the friendship of the other American republics 
and our own.” 

Interesting also is the All-United States fea- 
ture of tne idea. Stokowski will personally 
select the 109 musicians who will comprise the 
musical ensemble. Each state will be repre- 
sented and preference will be given young 
musicians. 

Music is the universal language. It is an 
art that breaks through barriers of prejudice. 
It is an intangible that unites peoples in a 
thoroughly tangible way. The three B’s— 
Brahms, Beethoven and Bach—have profoundly 
affected the lives of countless men and women. 
It is a foregone conclusion they will serve, .in 
this instance, further to cement good will be- 
tween North and South America.

_. British Export Embargo 

Although the British embargo against Ger- 
man exports may result in considerable incon- 
venience to neutral nations, it carries no real 
danger of an open rupture between England 
and such countries. While all neutrals do not 
recognize the right to place the.embargo, notes 
of protest against it have been couched in not 
unfriendly tones. 

The State Department’s protest of last week 
appeared to be based as much on the practical 
side as-on recognized law between nations. “In 
many instances,” it read, “orders for goods of 
German origin have been placed by American 
nationals for which they have made payment 
in whole or in part or otherwise obligated 
themselves. In. other instances the goods pur- 
chased, or which might be purchased, cannot 
readily, if at all, be duplicated in other mar- 
kets.” 

The very wording of these sentences indi- 
cates an expectation of negotiating such dif- 
ferences of opinion as may later appear. The 
effect of the embargo must first be felt before 
negotiations begins. The protest seems in the 
nature of preserving a status which no nation 
would willingly see changed, at the present 
time. 

The note, however, went on to state that 
Britain would have to justify interference with 
neutral vessels by basing her actions on “some 
recognized belligerent right.” Such rights, ac- 
cording to international law, read the note, are 
conceded in cases where “the vessel is carry- 
ing contraband of war to an opposing bel- 
ligerent, or is otherwise engaged in some form 
of unneutral service, or has broken, or is at- 
tempting to break, an effective blockade of an 
enemy port.” 

The art of making war has so changed with 
the perfection of modern machines of destruc- 
tion, nations. are more or less prepared for a 
gradual modification of the ancient rules of 
blockade. The fact that Hitler, himself, stated 
to the world that “Germany must export or 
die” could be construed as justification enough 
for an export embargo, although the present 
restrictions are said to have been invoked as a 
counter measure against illegal laying of mines. 

Despite the seeming aggravation in some 
quarters, one phase of the argument stands out 
abeve all the others: Great Britain is a nation 
with which the United States can negotiate. 
There is a great deal of comfort in that ina 
world where negotiations between nations have 
fallen to such a low level. 


Peace Comes to Detroit 

Last week, after two months of industrial- 
labor word warfare, which was neither strike 
nor lockout, peace came to Detroit. The strug- 
gle was precipitated when the contract between 
CIO and Chrysler expired on September 30. 

Some idea may be had-of the effects of the 
dispute when it is noted that while the two 
factions haggled over new terms, 14 Chrysler 
plants, 56 glass and rubber plants, as well as 
many supply factories throughout the coun- 
try, were closed down. An estimated 150,000 
workers, who needed the wages for themselves 
and their families, were deprived of their wants. 

Eventually, however, as all such disputes are 
settled, the controversy was brought to an end. 
The factories of various kinds are now getting 
back into production. This is all well and good. 
The automobile business has been surging 
ahead for months; but the fact remains both 
industry and labor suffered an almost incal- 
culable loss as a result of the two months of 
inactivity. 

The thoughtful observer will, no doubt, feel 
as President Kaufman T. Keller, of Chrysler, 
felt when he said, in commenting on the settle- 
ment of the dispute, “it should have been made 
without the loss of a single day’s pay on the 
part of our employes, or the loss of a single 
automobile sale on the part of our dealers.” 
Some of the negotiators on the other side of 
the table thought the same thing. 

Opinions differ, as usual, as to the respon- 
sibility for the prolongation of the argument; 
and perhaps this is now unimportant. The im- 
portant thing is the negotiators did agree, that 
they all seem satisfied with the terms of the 
new contract. Since it is a “good contract for 
the company and a good contract for the un- 
ion,” to use the words of President Keller, why 
wasn't it agreed to sooner, as practically every 
negotiator thought it should have been? A dif- 
ficult question to answer and a question that 
goes unanswered year after year.

CANDIDATE FOR KEEPS. WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—John 

Nance Garner Is telling his friends 
that, if he is not’ nominated for the presidency, he is through with 
politics. He will retire to his Uvalde squirearchate, there to culti- 
vate his acres, hunt for Texas deer and angle for Texas fish after 
the manner of a lusty Cincinnatus. Meanwhile, he is a candidate 
for keeps. 

Such is the final stage of the Garner candidacy, which has gone 
through a curious transformation. The shrewd, jolly old vice 
president undoubtedly entered the race with the sole intention of 
accumulating enough delegates to have a powerful say in the Demo- 
cratic national convention. His mind was slowly changed by evi- 
dence of unsuspected Garner sentiment in Democratic organizations 
all over the country. Now a huge, well-heeled headquarters at Dal- 
las is running his campaign, and early in January, when he will go 
through the formal ceremony of public disclosure of his ambition, 
he will be talking in earnest, 

Furthermore, word comes from circles extremely close to the 
White House that the President himself regards Garner as the only 
conservative Democrat with a serious chance to capture the party 
nomination. For the New Deal group, intent on their third term 
plans, the firmly anti-third term Garner is public threat number one. 


BACK TO NORMALCY. All this is perfectly sensible. It is pret- 

ty clear by now that unless the Presi- 
dent intervenes, Jack Garner and his good friend Jim Farley will 
control the Democratic convention between them. They will have 
the delegates. ee 

The Garner candidacy is customarily minimized, because it is 
said, quite correctly, that the negroes and organized labor do not 
love him. But, if the negroes and organized labor are unenthusiastic, 
Garner has an immense compensating following among normally 
Republican voters charmed by the impressive Garner build-up in 
the newspapers. Many Republican leaders are finding disquieting 
truth in the White House gibe, that “Jack Garner is the best Re- 
publican candidate. we have.” 

Moreover, Garner is a colorful as well as a potent political per- 
sonality. He authentically has the kind of rich regional flavor that 
Calvin Coolidge used for scenery. His speech would be admirable 
dialogue for a “down east” of the cattle country. When he wants 
to tell the President to let business alone, he says that the cattle 
ought to be allowed to rest and take on fat instead of being “choused” 
around. Or, if he wants to boast of his own fitness to walk 12 miles 
a day, he declares, “My legs are so hard that, if a deer hunter took 
a pot-shot at me, the bullet would bounce right off.” 

These echoes of an earlier America strike just the right engaging 
note for a man who is essentially a “back to normalcy” candidate.

Roy Miller, a powerful backer, is vice presi- 
dent of Texas Gulf Sulphur Corporation, and W. H. Clark Jr., an- 
other backer, belongs to a rich business law firm. Men like these,

SILHOUETTES

Atlanta ‘Theater’ | 


In the Sixties. 

As a sort of footnote to recent | 
columns here dealing with the-| 
atrical and motion picture history 
of Atlanta, this morning we re- 
print excerpts from a story en- 
titled “Gifted Amateurs Played 
for the Confederacy,” written by 
L. L. Parham and first published 
in “The Sunny South,” on Sep- 
tember 21, 1902. 

There is, too, a thought that it 
may be particularly timely for 
this “Gone With the Wind” week 
in Atlanta, when so many modern 
players and amusement execu- 
tives are in the city. 

So, without further delay, let’s 
get into this story of the theatrical 
activities of Atlanta during the 
War Between the States. 


Raising Funds 
For War Hospitals. 

“The magnitude of supplying 
the army at the front and taking 
care of the sick and wounded in 
Atlanta will be apparent to the 
reader when it is stated that near 
100,000 of that class of our armies 
were in the hospital here from 
first to last. And so it soon be- 
came known that the Confederate 
government was unequal to the 
immense task, and then it was a 
noble band of patriots conceived 
the idea of rendering pecuniary 
assistance which they did to the 
extent of nearly $100,000 raised by 
concerts given in various cities of 
the south. 

“As a nucleus on which to build 
a new dramatic company for the 
purpose stated, Atlanta had, in 
1858, a splendid amateur aggre- 
gation. one which distinguished 
itself by supporting several fa- 
mous artists at that early day. The 
“Murdocks” as they styled the 
company, was composed of the 
best talent to be found in the 
south.

Miss Margaret Mitchell took the title for her book from one o 
Ernest Dowson’s poems, “Non Sum Qualis Eram Bonae Sub Regnc 
Cynarae.” Most college sophomores, who recite it after the thire 
beer, call the poem “Cynara.” 

Poet Dowson was a very excellent poet but also an assiduou 
and devoted rum pot. As I recall the story from my own sopho 
more days, he was very much in love with an inn-keeper’s daugh 
ter, the one celebrated in the poem with the long Latin title. The 
Latin title, indeed, states that he was not long enough under the in 
fluence of the good Cynara. 

Be that as it may, she turned him down to marry a waiter whe 
had saved up enough money to start an inn of his own. Dowso 
could write poems, but his money frequently “non est,” and Cynara 
being as practical as the girls of today, married the waiter instead 
of the poet. | 

Dowson promptly became even more of an energetic and talente¢ 
rum pot and started chasing his potions with stronger stuff. The 
poem to Cynara is his best known, although I think you will like best 
a very short one called “Vitae Summa Brevis Spem Nos etat In 
cohare Longam.” He liked Latin titles. 

Anyhow, that verse which reputedly gave the title to the book 
by Miss Mitchell, reads: 

“I have forgot much, Cynara! Gone with the wind, 
“Flung roses, roses riotously with the throng, 

Dancing, to put thy pale, lost lilies out of mind; 

But I was desolate and:sick of an old passion, 

Yea, all the time, because the dance was long: 

I have been faithful to thee, Cynara! in my fashion.”

And while we sought to put the pale, lost lilies out of mind, ou 
fields ran red into the rivers, our farms poured their young men and 
women into the cities; we neglected education. 

The dance was long and we were, I am sure, desolate and sick 
of an old passion.. And we were, most assuredly, faithful to the 
old tradition, only in our own fashion. 

There was an old south. It had strength. It had intelligence 
and power. We stifled it in too much devotion to the pale, lost 
lilies. 

And so we went with the wind and it blew us hither and yon 
and at last it stripped us bare and left us there for the economists 
to probe and examine; a sick section called “The Nation’s Number 
One Economic Problem.”’ 

It is, of course, the number one economic opportunity. The 
whole picture was not presented in that report. Yet we know what 
they said was true enough, even if they did it hastily, cadging from 
old reports. Indeed, they could have got the entire story from Henr 
Grady’s speeches made 50 years ago. He, a half-century ago, was 
asking the south to keep all that was great and glorious in her life 
and to quit dancing to put the pale, lost lilies out of mind.

Where Honor Is Unknown, There 
Is No Law But Fang and Cla

The swindler is a thief who uses trickery instead of force be- 
cause it is safer. When trickery fails, he has no moral scruple 
against.using other methods. | 

Russia’s Reds were first to adopt the policy of deliberately vio- 
lating all ethical rules. To justify themselves, they argued in this 
fashion: “We are at war with those who possess property, and 
any treachery is fair in war.” | 

Eventually all totalitarian states adopted the same policy, and 
their leaders also justified themselves. They said, in effect: “Ethi- 
cal rules were made by winners to protect their winnings. The man 
who thinks it wrong to steal is the one who has something to be 
stolen. Property is protected by the rules requiring men to keep 
their word, tell the truth, pay their debts and respect the rights 
of others, but these rules, which please the rich people they benefit, 
are obstacles and handicaps to the lean and hungry who are on the 
make. Since we cannot gain land and wealth by methods which 
are called honest, we shall disregard the old rules and get ours by 
any method that works.” 

For a time this gave them a great advantage. Players of little 
ability can win any game if they violate the rules that restrict others. 
Any nation could have made brief gains by the same method. 

But the swindling game has a fatal weakness. It can’t repeat. 
Victims become wary. In this case they were a long time learning, 
for they were accustomed to a world in which responsible and 
highly-placed men observed the rules of honor. They could not be- 
lieve that such men would deliberately lie, or brazenly deceive, or 
make a pledge with the intention of breaking it. They were easily 
“outwitted”; any man can easily cheat or defraud a neighbor who 
trusts him. 

But treachery has its limitations, and the totalitarian nations 
have long since adopted the quicker method of force—i. e., simple 
robbery with firearms. Italy, Germany and Russia have deliberately 
stolen the lands they coveted; Japan has stolen much of China and 
apparently is bent on stealing Holland’s East Indies. 

Now the world must make a decision that will determine the fate 
of mankind. 

Obviously it cannot continue the present arrangement, with a 
few great nations bound by ethical rules and the others free to gain 
their ends by deceit, treachery, violation of pledges and outright 
theft.. All must return to jungle law and “let him take who has the 
power and let him keep who can,” or the rule-breakers must some 
how be required to honor the rules again. i 

There was no civilization till men agreed to abide by rules; there 
will be none left if the rules are disregarded.

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HIGH COURT RULES 


EVIDENCE ILLEGAL 
IN WIRE TAPPING 


Decision Handed Down in 
Mail Fraud Case; No 
Discussion Was Made 
on Ethical Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—()— 
The supreme court ruled today 
that evidence obtained by wire- 
tapping cannot be used in federal 
prosecutions but did not. discuss 
the ethical grounds that formed 
the\ basis of famous dissents by 
Justices Holmes and _ Brandeis 
when the practice was upheld in 
the prohibition era. 

It dealt solely with interpreta- 
tion of a Jaw passed since those 
days—the federal communications | 
act of 1934—which says: 

“No person not being authorized 
by the sender shall intercept any 
communication and divulge or 
publish the existence, contents, 
substance, purport, effect or mean- 
ing of such intercepted communi- 
cation to any person.” 

Since the law was designed to 
regulate interstate communica- 
tions, 


as “Section 605,” applied only to 
such messages and not to tele- 
phone calls taking place entirely 
within one state. 

The decision was rendered in a 
case involving three New Yorkers 
—Joseph J. Weiss, a-lawyer; Mar- 
tin Gross, an investigator, and Dr. 
Maximilian Goldstein, physician— 
who were convicted with others 


of using the mails to defraud in-| 


surance companies. For several; 
months postal inspectors had their | 
telephone wires tapped, recording 
the conversations.

Ousted Highway Chairman

W. Linton Miller Issues Statement From Hospital That 
He Will ‘Take Radio Time’ as Soon as He Recovers

Patten later was named chair- 
man to succeed Miller. 

The ousted chairman said he 
would go on the radio as soon as 
his doctor permits. He said he ex-:! 
pected to take approximately the | 
same time as Rivers did Saturday | 
night in a radio presentation of 
his side of the controversy. 


Rivers asserted on ihe radio 
Miller had a “malignant case” of 
“gubernatorial measles” and would 
never “regain” the road chairman- 
ship as long as he was Governor. 
Earlier he had accused Miller of 
using the road job to build up 
prestige as a potential candidate 
for Governor. 

The fight over the chairmanship 


will move Saturday to Nashville, 
Ga., where a three-judge court 
will seek to determine who the 
legally-constituted members of the 
highway commission are and 
whether Miller or Patten is right- 
ful chairman.

‘Candy there must be, and plenty 
of it to complete the Christmas 
scene. Little candy balls to dec- 
orate the tree, bonbon dishes fill- 
ed with candy to add a note of 
festivity to the decorations of the 
house and, of course, cheery 
boxes filled with candies to pre- 
sent to friends as Christmas gifts. 

Candy-making isn’t hard if you 
have the right equipment and if 
you do not resort to guessing. The 
successfuly candymaker uses a de- 
pendable recipe, follows it care- 
fully and measures accurately. 
Testing candy in cold water for 
soft ball, hard ball, is useful, but 
not entirely trustworthy. If at all 
possible, use a candy thermome- 
ter. Thermometers take the guess- 
work out of cooking, and if you'll 
follow my advice you'll sit right 
down and write Santa Claus a 
letter asking him to bring you 
some cooking thermometers, 
among them one for making can- 
dy. One piece of equipment al- 
most as necessary as a thermome- 
ter is a pan large enough and 
heavy enough to prevent scorch- 
ing. 

Here are some easy-to-make 
candies to add to your favorite 
recipes: 

Orange Fondants. 

3 cups sugar 

1-2 cup evaporated milk 

2-3 cup orange juice 

1-4 cup butter 

Combine and cook in saucepan 
until mixture comes to a boil. 
Cover and continue boiling slowly 
about three minutes to dissolve 
any sugar crystals which may be- 
gin forming on sides of pan. Un- 
cover and cook very slowly with- 
out stirring, to the soft-ball stage, 
240 degrees. Pour onto buttered 
platter. Cool until mixture re- 
tains a dent made by the finger.

Season

Within the memory of most 
grandmothers living today, 
Christmas presents once consist- 
ed usually of an apple and an 
orange, some nuts and hard can- 
dies and maybe a home-made 
stocking gift or so. But those, of 
course, were the days before fast 
refrigerated trains made fruit in 
winter such an everyday matter 
as it is today ...so grandmother 
wasn’t as neglected as it sounds 
today. On the other hand fruits 
and nuts have been the tradi- 
tional Christmas gift since time 
immemorial. 

So don’t shake your head omi- 
nously over the modern Christ- 
mas with its avalanche of gifts. 
It is in keeping with the current 
rhythm of living itself when 
manufactured things are the or- 
der of the day. Weeks of breath- 
less thrilling bustle over gift 
buying replaces in this day and 
age the excited pre-Christmas 
kitchen doings in days when all 
the Christmas sweet-meats and 
delicacies had to be made at 
home. 

Speaking of the Christmas 
cooking—the turkey as the king 
of the feast is rather modern and 
wholly American. The _ boar’s 
head is the old poetic traditional 
feast of an English Christmas 
though an “ancient sirloin” later 
became “the standard of English 
hospitality,” as Washington Irv- 
ing reports. Another stately old 
English idea about Christmas 
was the peacock pie, made with 
the bird’s head, with gilded beak, 
sticking out of one side and the 
fan tail in all its glory out the 
other. The stuffed chine of pork, 
the saffron and currant cake 
were other symbolic Christmas 
dainties in old England. 

The Christmas wassail bowl, 
oft passed around even in Amer- 
ican families on Christmas eve, 
originated as a ceremony be- 
neath fruit trees to assure a 
bountiful yield the next year.
